Take the case of tbe clerks in the de- 
partments at Washington. Tbe law di- 
rects the secretaries to discharge them 
when they become incapacitated, but 
the law is not obeyed. So kindly dis- 
posed are people in these latter days 
'that few if any old men are turned off. 
As a congressman said recently, in dis 
cussing the condition: "Under the op- 
eration of tbe civil service regulation. 
with its wide-open door at the entrance 
there is no other outlet, except resig- 
nation, than a door wide enough to 
let a coffin through." 


Under the old spoils system, when- 


ever there was a change of adminis 
tration tbe president was accustomed 
to "turn the rascals out" There was a 
general removal of officers, and 
the 


newcomers made a pretty clean sweep 
of ilerks. Now, although we are told 
that the government service ought not 
to suffer by being made an asylum for 
those who are no longer able to do all 
that is reasonably required of. them 
the''old men stay, and every one re- 
grets that it seem expedient even to 
consider what shalKbe done with them,

ciency without "working hardship an<i 
doing violence to every kindly human 
sentiment Is the problem with which 
congress Is now struggling.

of .remedies have been suggested, such 
as ^summary dismissal at the age of 
70,ra pension system, and a progressive 
reduction in salary, beginning at 65 
and_ growing less as the usefulness oi 
thoV.clerk diminishes.

OFFICES 
MUST BE CLEAN. 


President Roosevelt Issues Order for 


'Cleanliness in All Federal 


Buildings. 


President Roosevelt's recent order 


Issued to all the heads of the govern- 
ment regarding cleanliness- in the of- 
fices of all federal departments, 
and 


especially urging the greatest care in 
cases of tuberculosis, is now being car- 
ried out in the various departments. 
The postmaster general has issued in- 
structions to all post offices In ,the 
United States, following up President 
Roosevelt's order, postmaster Rob- 
erts, in Brooklyn, among others, re- 
ceived the general order and at once 
began to carry out all the provisions. 


"We have received such an order," 


said Assistant Postmaster Newcomb, 
"and it is one of the best Orders ever 
promulgated. Cleanliness is always 
essential in any department, but more 
so in the postal service. We have al- 
ways tried to carry out this idea in 
this office. So far as cleanliness is con- 
cerned, it is not a new order, but that 
part of the order referring to tubercu- 
losis is new, and is very important. In 
this respect, spitting on the floors is 
prohibited, and anyone In the service 
who is a sufferer from tuberculosis is 
to be isolated from the rest of the em- 
ployes, and they are prohibited from 
using the same towels or soap as used 
by other employes. 


"The mail sacks, which come from 


all parts of the world, are handled by 
many clerks. We disinfect these sacks 
and do everything possible to keep 
the mail In the very best of condition, 
not only as a safeguard for the em- 
ployes, but for the people who event- 
ually receive the mail matter." 


"Are any of the employes in the 


post office suffering from tuberculo- 
sis?" Mr. Newcomb was asked. 


"That is a question I would not care 


to answer," said Mr. ^ewcomb, but I 
cnn say that any who are under sus- 
picion will be isolated, as requested by 
;hp order."

CRULLERS MADE OP RAISED 


DOUGH.—Set what is called a sponge 
over night, just as for bread. Use a 
pint of warm water and a large half- 
cupful of yeast 
When the mixture 


is light add half a cupful of butter or 
sweet lard, a larfce cup of sugar, a 
teaspoonful 
of salt dissolved 
in 


water, one tablespoonful of cinnamon 
and a pinch of nutmeg. Stir in two 
beaten egg*;, add flour until sufficient- 
ly stiff, knead ic well and set away to 
rise. Then roll tbe dough out into 
half-inch thickness and .cut into any 
forms desirable. The twist is pretty. 
Drop into hot lard, being sure to 
nave quite a deep vessel of lard, as 
the turning of the cakes is liable to 
spatter up in the gas. 


DOUGHNUTS HAPPY-GO-lAjCKY. 


—One gill of milk, one gill of sugar, 
three gills flour, one-third teaspoon* 
ful of salt, one-third of a nutmeg, 
grated: grated rind of a lemon, tbe 
yellow part; one full teaspoonful ot 
baking powder, one egg. Beat the 
white of the egg to a stiff froth and 
add the beaten yolk and sugar. Add 
tbe flavorings, then milk and, last, 
flour into which you have stirred the 
baking powder. Drop a teaspoonful 
into hot butter or lard, let cook until 
brown, gently turning the doughnuts 
round as they fry. 


SWISS DOUGHNUTS.—Boil a pint 


of milk and pour It over a pint of 
flour. Beat it very smooth, and when 
it Is cool add four eggs, thoroughly 
well beaten, yolks and whites sep- 
arately, always stirring in yolks first. 
Then add the melted butter and a 
pinch of salt 
Sprinkle your board 


with flour to make it easy to form 
into rings. Cook in plenty of boiling 
Jard or butter. Delicious with coffee 
for a nice breakfast. 


"YES" AND "NO" APPLE BALLS. 


—Pare and steam six moderately sour 
apples until they are soft and white. 
Then rub them through a colander 
into'a bowl, add a teaspoonful of sour 
lemon" juice to each apple, 'one-half 
an ounce of gelatine to every six ap- 
ples, and sugar to taste. Keep in a 
Tvarm place until the gelatine is dis- 
solved, then cool. Stir in briskly "a 
meringue mixture made of the whites 
of four eggs and four ounces of 
sugar. 
Drop this snowy, frothy mix- 


ture in balls into a dish In which you 
wish to serve it. Keep as much a 
pyramidal shape as possible, and dec- 
orate each ball with candied cherries.

Pudding Worth While and a Fine 


Chocolate Pudding. 


Cup Custard.—Three pints of rich 


sweet milk, five eggs, well beaten (re- 
serving the whites of two). Sweeten 
the milk to taste, flavor with a large 
teaspoonful of vanilla extract, add the 
beaten eggs. Stir well, and pour the 
mixture iuto custard cups, place them 
in a pan of cold water, having the 
water reach a little more than half 
way up the sides of the cups. 
Place 


the pan in a well-heated oven, and 
let cook till the custard is set firm. 
Whip the reserved whites until stiff, 
and put a spoonful of it on top of 
each custard, and in the center of this 
put a lump of red currant 
jelly. 


Serve hot or cold in cups it is 
baked in. 


Cocoanut 
Pudding. — One 
freshly 


grated cocoanut. sweetened with two 
cups of sugar, add six 
well-beaten 


eggs; when well mixed, add two cup- 
fuls of sweet cream, beat and pour 
into a buttered pudding dish. Bake 
until well thickened, then spread over 
the top a thick covering of sweetened, 
whipped cream. 


Chocolate Pudding.—One quart of 


sweet milk in which is well mixed 
four ounces of grated cGocolate. one 
large cupful of sugar, five well-beaten 
eggs (reserve the white of one). Mix 
together, pour into a buttered bowl, 
tie this firmly in a pudding bag and 
boil steadily for two hours. The boil- 
ing water should not reach above the 
edge of the bowl. When done, spread 
over the top a frosting made from the 
white of the egg and four tablespoon- 
fuls of pulverized sugar. Serve either

The China Aster Seems to Belong to 


Autumn and May Be Started 


Outside. 


The China aster -is one of the flowers 


which it seems to me belongs to early 
autumn rather than to summer. Con- 
sequently, I do not deem it worth while 
to plant it inside in order to hasten its 
period of blooming. I should rather 
have these flowers through September 
and the first half of October .than 
through July and August, but if one 
wishes the early blossoms it is a simple 
matter to start the seeds indoors, choos- 
ing the Queen of the Market, which is 
the earliest flowering strain of asters. 
One can now get these in a variety of 
colors. 


During the warmer days the plnnts 


will be greatly benefited if the boxes are 
set on a sunny porch out of doors or on 
the ledge of an open window. 
They 


will thus be more vigorous and hardy 
and will endure the transplanting into 
the garden much better. Be careful not 
to apply too much water to the soil, 
keeping it barely moist but not wet, and 
also do not try to force the plants too 
rapidly in a very warm room. Most of 
them will thrive better In a compara- 
tively cool temperature. Care must be 
taken to shade the tiny seedlings as 
they are starting, in order that they 
may not be dried out through the direct 
action of the sun. Do not have more 
plants than can enjoy the full benefit 
of sun and air.—Good Housekeeping.

burn, but It must be hot enough to 
melt readily, else the camphor will 
evaporate and your salve will be use- 
less. As soon as the melled salve 
cools, it must be used. It must be 
made fresh every time it is needed. 
Dissolve a pinch of sal soda in hot 
water, and bathe the Ace with the 
water, also wash out file nostrils. 
Twist a little strip of cloth into a 
swab, dip it into the warm 
salve 


and put it as far back in the nostril 
as possible. 
Use the salve several 


times a day, and especially at bedtime. 
Eat rather lightly of light, nourish- 
ings foods; avoid anything that,disa- 
grees with your stomach, especially 
sweets and sweetened foods. Breathe 
pure air, and plenty of it, and keep 
the feet warm and dry.—The Com- 
moner.

Keplica* of Battleships and Other 


Craft Made by Navy Depart; 


nwnt Draughtsman. 


One of the chief aids to naval con- 


struction and transportation recog- 
nized by all modern war schools and 
navy departments is the model and the 
half-model. By means of these skill- 
fully constructed replicas of the real 
battleship, cruiser, army transport or 
yacht, officers are instructed in many 
details of naval architecture, such as 
the exact loaction of watertight bulk- 
heads, the allotment of space for en- 
gines, boilers and auxiliary engines, 
the double bottoms, the protective 
deck, the armor, the electric system, 
the location of the main and secondary 
batteries, the turrets, and other de- 
tails of construction and operation. 


A most important branch of tbe 


modern shipbuilding yard, whether of 
merchant or war ships, is tbe practice 
of "trying out" the model in special 
tanks made for the purpose, before 
proceeding with the construction of the 
full-size vessel. By this means the 
faults in design are discovered and 
remedied. 


It is understood to be the ambition 


of the quartermaster general of the 
United States army. C.-F. Humphrey, 
to make its transport service not only 
equal to that of any other modern 
world power, but also to be able truth- 
fully to assert any detail of its equip- 
ment faithfully represents the highest 
development in that particular line. 
The service that these models render 
—especially the longitudinal section— 
is (1) a physic-historical record, (2) a 
physic-educational example and (3) a 
means of instant visual comparison. 


The model, in other words, presents 


a practical method of teaching and of 
recording .naval 
construction 
and 


equipment processes, and of enabling 
the department to compare what it has 
already installed with what is offered 
It. It Is now conceded that the faith- 
fully designed model offers to the stu- 
dent of naval architecture a better 
practical illustration of the hull and 
equipment of the vessel shown than 
the lines of the same vessel on paper. 


Model making in the United States 


—that Is of warships and army trans- 
ports—Is In its infancy. Those that 
were furnished the war and the .navy 
departments prior to 1903 were made 
abroad. In that year several were 
made 
by 
Horace 
E. Boucher, a 


draughtsman in the navy deaprtinenc 
at Washington. He was sent to St 
Louis to erect the navy department ex- 
hibit at the world's fair, which consist- 
ed of a model of a battleship complete 
in every detail. 


Realizing that one of the best object 


lessons for the guidance and instruc- 
tion of the heads of the various de- 
partments and for the officers is the 
model and half model, the war depart- 
ment last year, through 
Gen, Hum- 


phrey, ordered one of each made of the 
United States transport Sherman at a 
cost of some |S,000, the model to be 
One-forty-eighth the size of the ship. 


Some idea of the size of the Sherman 


may be gathered when it is known that 
her chief dimensions are 465 feet over 
all, 49 feet beam, 34 feet depth and 26 
feet draught. She will carry 1,776 sol- 
diers, and 6,000 tons of cargo without 
troops. Her bunker capacity is 2,000 
tons and her tanks will hold 1,200 tons 
of water. She is a four-masted, twin 
screw steel steamship of 7,5SO gross 
tons. 
The full model and the half 


mojel of the Sherman, just completed 
by Horace E. Boucher, is soon to be 
sent as a permanent exhibit to the 
state, war and navy department build- 
ing at Washington. 


These 
are the first models of a 


transport ever made in America, and 
naval architects anu others who have 
Inspected them declare that they excel 
_'n point of detail any 
models made 


abroad. This is especially true of the 
half model, or longitudinal section, for 
this miniature reproduction of the 
great ship, sliced in half, as it were, 
longitudinally, shows at a glance not 
only everj- frame, plate, deck and bulk- 
head, but also every piece of ma- 
chinery, the furniture, bunks, and, in 
fact, all the interior fittings required to 
properly house the troops. 
i'he store- 


rooms and holds filled with barrels of 
provisions are shown, also the main 
saloon with its tables and chairs, the 
staterooms, the magazines, the toilers 
and a perfect little engine made abso- 
lutely to scale, each working part be- 
ing made to fit the other with mechan- 
ical exactness. 


FIND HEART OF RAMESES. 


Vital Organ of Great Egyptian Xing 


Preserved in Vase for 


'» 
3,104 Years. 


. A recent Issue of the Co in pies Ren- 
dus of the Paris academy contain:; au 
account of ihe .successful identificauun 
of the heart of Itameses II.. the Sesos- 
tris of the Greeks, after having been 
preserved since 1258 B. C. in soda and 
resinoid antiseptics. 


Some mouths ago, says the New 


York Times, the council of the Na- 
tional Museum of the Louvre acquired 
possession of the four vases in blue 
enamel which contain the viscera and 
heart of Rameses II.. and bear large 
medallions representing the names and 
attributes of the king. 


The directors of the Egyptian muse- 


um desired absolute confirmation as to 
the contents of the vases and intrusted 
the examination of their contents to 
M. Lortet, who. with his 
colleagues. 


Professors Hugounenq, Renaut and 
Rigan, made a careful physiological ex- 
amination. Three of the vases con- 
tained bandages of linen tightly com- 
pacted and hardened by the carbonate 
of soda and aromatic resinous sub- 
stances of reddish color, which had 
been employed as antiseptics and had 
probably contained the stomach, Intas- 
tines and liver of the great king. These 
viscera, however, were only found to 
be represented by r. quantity of granu- 
lar matter, mixed with a large proper- 
tion of powdered carbonate of soda 
and so could not be identified. 


The fourth vase, which was fitted 


with a. lid or cover adorned with the 
head of a jackal, proved to contain ths 
heart. This organ was fount! trans- 
formed into a kind of oval plate, eight 
centimeters long and four centimeters 
wide. The substance of the heart was 
hornlike and the saw had to be used in 
obtaining sections of it for examination 
and finally the razor, so as to reduce 
these sections to the attenuation neces- 
sary for microscopic examination. 


Under the miscroscope these sections 


gave unmistakable evidence of the mus- 
cular fibers peculiar to the heart, espe- 
cially characterized by being arranged 
in bundles of such fibers, crossing each 
other. 
Since this special muscular 


arrangement is not found in any other 
part of the body except the tongue and 
as the mummy of Rameses II., which 
Is preserved at Cairo, contains the 
tongue Intact, the experts have no 
doubt whatever that the vase actually 
contained the heart of Rameses II. flat- 
tened and transformed into a hornlike 
substance by its long sojourn in the 
soda preservatives. 


King Rameses II. died 1,258 years be- 


fore the Christian era and hence some 
3,164 years have elapsed since his heart 
was first embalmed. 


TRUE FRIEND OF "BUMS." 


Evangelist Who Devoted His Life to 


Men of His Former 


Station. 


A very good proportion of men are 


huge question of the mystery of souls.

His impulse 
to reformation came while he was in a 
low saloon. Suddenly, about him, as 
about Saul, "a great light shone," and 
he knew that God was a fact and Hia 
beneficience available even 
for 
the 


'most abject His life of unwavering 
devotion to the wanderers and drunk- 
ards, the thieving and despairing, was 
evidence to the reality of this vision. 
"My poor bums! 
My poor 
bums!" 


was his plaint in the days when he 
lay facing death.

STRANGE SAVAGE CUSTOM 
Weird Tribal Ceremony of the Natives 


of the Ang-lo-Ab'yssinlan 


Boundary. 


Some remarkable tribal customs are 


reported by an expedition sent into 
the comparatively unknown countries 
between the Abyssinian capital and 
the northwest of Lake Rudolf, in the 
neighborhood of the Anglo-Abyssinian 
boundary. 


While the expedition was fitting out 


at Maji, the Abyssinian post in the 
southwest, the local Shankalla king 
died. He was sewn up in a fresh hide 
bag in a sitting position and placed 
on the floor of his hut, which stood in 
a clearing in the forest, and from 
miles around his subjects came to the 
lying in state. 


The ground of the clearing was of 


hard beaten clay. 
All round were 


thick rows of huge "gogo" palms, and 
on 
one side 
four 
spacious, well 


thatched huts and a curious mound, 
probably sacrificial. 
By the side of 


the huts thousands of cow bells, sweet 
in tone as those in a Swiss upland 
valley, were hung on rude trestles and 
swung backwards and forwards by 
bands of women under the direction 
of an old witch. 


The hard, level flooring of the clear- 


ing shook under the feet of hundreds 
of naked warriors, chanting a wild 
song of death, now advancing in a 
rhythmic rush, now retreating and 
leaving two of their number in the 
open, who, with their 12-foot spears 
heM horizontally 
just over 
their 


shoulders, the shafts qivering like a 
snake before it strikes, danced a wild 
war dance, keeping time to the chant 
of the chorus. 


When the 
din grew louder the 


crowd surged round the dead king' 
hut, suddenly parted, and through the 
lane thus formed dashed a gloaming 
figure, adorned with a leopard skin, 
orange colored ostrich feathers, beads, 
and bands of copper and brass and 
Ivory round his neck and arms. 


Three times he rushed round the 


clearing, followed by the shouting, 
singing warriors, 
and then disap- 


peared as quickly as he had come. 
The now king had been chosen. 


Great Steamers and Cargoes of the 


Present Contrasted with Those 


of Early Days. 


If you would be Impressed by a final 


proof that-the dreamers of yesterday 
are the builders of to-day, you^should 
see one of J. J. Hill's new steamers 
loading for Japan and China and Ma- 
nila, and then recall the kind of liners 
that were on the Pacific a few years 
ago, writes Ralph D. Paiae, In Out- 
Ing. 
The Minnesota and Dakota swal- 


lows 30,000 tons of cargo, which Is the 
burden of 500 freight cars. 
They 


carry 3,000 passengers when the lists 
are full. 
Their tonnage is 22,000, oc 


6,000 tons greater than any other ves- 
sel in the Pacific trade. And, looking 
a little further backward, one finds 
that the Minnesota Is almost 20 times 
larger than the far-famed clipper of 
the age of sail, whose titanic heir she 
is to the commerce of the Pacific. 


A century ago a Salem bark of only 


200 tons (a hundred of her like could 
be stowed in the holds of the Minne- 
sota or Dakota) made one of the first 
voyages around the Horn to the new 
northwest coast.

The proper way to take off glasses 


is to take hold of .the bridge and lift 
off gently without dragging or pulling 
out of shape. To take off spectacles 
take bold of the right temple with the 
right Land nnd lift it off the ear. Then 
turn the bend to the right and the left 
temple will fail off easily. 


The average wearer of glasses when 


be is cleaning them takes hold of the 
bridge. The consequence Is that he 
gradually works the bridge out of 
shape, and every rub he gives the lens 
gives a twist to the bridge, and ia 
course of time the bridge or the lens 
breaks when ho least expects it. There 
are probably uiore glasses broken in 
this way than any other.

MANNING OF COAST DEFENCES 


That-the coast defences of the Uni- 


ted States are in a more or less pit- 
iable condition goes without saying; 
that they are being neglected on ac- 
count of too much attention being 
paid to the Philippines, which it is 
not likely anyone will for many years 
desire to steal from us, although -we 
paid twenty million dollars for them, 
Is suspected.

•where 18,000 increase is needed; the 
merchants by eighty-eight, where 500 
are needed; the corporals by 528;

grades. If the bill is passed, the de- 
fences will have forty-five pet cent 
of the number of men required for 
one relief, instead of thirtj-four per 
cent, as now authorized, and insteac 
of twenty-four per cent, as now real 
ized. The bill also makes provision 
for an increase in the pay of certain 
skilled grades, which, with the pres- 
ent low rate of pay, it is not possi- 
ble to keep filled. There is also to 
"be a separation ot the coast and the 
field artillery, and a different organ- 
ization of both.

THE BATTLE WITH TRUSTS 


•Attorney-General Moody is justified 


in his exultation over the "complete 
victory" he has won for the govern- 
ment in the General Paper Company 
case. This company is a trust pure 
and simple. It was formed to handle 
and market and regulate the product 
of twenty-five paper 
manufacturers 


who supply practically all the news- 
paper used in Chicago and the dis- 
trict west of that city and east of the 
Rocky Mountains. The suit against 
it was brought under the Sherman 
act, prohibiting combinations in re- 
straint of trade and commerce, and 
was for a dissolution of it and an in- 
junction against the constituent com- 
panies, says the Manchester Mirror. 


When a trial was reached the de- 


fendants surrendered unconditionally 
and the injunctions 
will 
issue 
as 


prayed for, so that hereafter the twen- 
ty-five manufacturers will do 
busi- 


ness independently, or, as is more 
probable, a gigantic corporation will 
be organized, buy their plants out- 
right, and having thus obtained a mo- 
nopoly proceed as the 
International 


Paper Company of the Elast, which is 
not a trust, does. 


It is a very gratifying \ ictory, for it 


shows, as did the result in the North- 
ern Securities case and in the few 
others that have been decided, that 
there is no lack of law against trusts 
created to control production, com- 
merce and trade, and that if 
such 


combines have been allowed to grow 
old it is becailse the prosecuting offi- 
cers of the government have not used 
the means at their command to sup- 
press them. On the other hand one 
does not need to be captious to ask, 
"What is tha use " What is the re- 
sulting benefit?" 


The paramount difficulty in attempt- 


ing to suppress what are popularly 
known as trusts is that they are not 
trusts. A trust is 
an organization 


formed to regulate the business, con- 
trol the production and fix the prices 
of a number of concerns engaged in 
the same business, is illegal, and, as 
has been demonstrated, can be readi- 
ly smashed. But a gigantic corpora- 
tion which buys up all or nearly all 
the plants in any line and thereby se- 
cures a monopoly is not a trust and 
is not necessarily illegal. There is no 
law to pi event a man or a manufac- 
turing corporation from buying out 
all competitors if they are willing to 
sell at the price offered. 
More ape 


cifically, if A has the money, or the 
credit he may buy the grocery stores 
the factories or the mines of B, C, D, 
E and all the other letters of the al- 
pabct, consolidate them and operate 
them without let or hindrance, so long 
as he complies with the laws in regarc 
to their operation. In other words 
there is and there can be no 
legal 


limit to the size of a business enter- 
prise or the amount of business it 
may do. Therefore when a trust is 
put out of business by the courts tho 
parties involved resort to some oth- 
er arrangement which accomplishes 
their purpose in legal ways. 


The Northern Securities Company 


was formed to acquire and hold con- 
trol of and operate several great rail- 
roads. Tho government won "a com- 
plete victory" in a suit against it and 
it was dissolved. Since then the busi- 
ness has been carried on exactly «s 
H was before, under the same man- 
agement, with the same charges, tho 
same expenses and the same relative 
profits. So far as the stockholders 
or the public are concerned there has 
not been a shadow of the change 
which has appeared on paper.

Hereditary Horn* of a Trlb* Wbo 


Tract Back Pwrhaps Twenty 


Centuries. 


A long, deep, clear and very cold 


body of water railed Brunside lake, 
north of Lake Superior, near tbe Ca- 
nadian boundary, contains, 
among 


over 100 other beautiful islands, a cer- 
tain sunny islet that is of great inter* 
eat to the archaeologist. 


These islands and waters, 
writes 


Frank Abial Flower, in Records of the 
Past, constitute the hereditary home 
of the Pillager Indians, who are pa- 
gans. » « • One of these islands 
(known as Flower island) Is. as it has 
been for generations, the seat of the 
Pillager kings. On it sleep, according 
to tribal tradition, over 50 successive 
Pillager rulers, the ancestors of the 
present chief or king, who. he says, 
must have reigned an average of 30 or 
40 years each, as he himself has been 
chief for more than half a century. 


Think of a dynasty extending over 


a period of perhaps 20 centuries! The 
more modern graves 
are 
carefully 


roofed with cedar bark, which, when 
kept dry and away from the earth, is 
almost imperishable. The very ancient 
graves have been essentially obliter- 
ated by the ravages of the elements. 
At the head of each of the traceable 
graves la carved the peculiar heraldic 
insignia of the king who sleeps 
be- 


neath, and above him are place:! re- 
ceptacles for the mah-no-min 
(wild 


rice), fish, berries and other food 
which are brought annually by the re- 
lated members of the tribe- to appease, 
as they suppose, the hunger of the de- 
parted. 


PERFUME MADE IN GERMANY 


Growth of Industry Makes That 


Country Rival of France 


and £n gland. 


Vice Consul Fuller writes from Han- 


over that the German perfume indus- 
try Is now one of the most important 
and successful in the world, rivaling 
that of Prance or England. He de- 
scribes it in the lollowing letter: 


Some of the biggest factories are in 


Lcipsic, but Berlin, Carlsruhe and 
Hamburg are important centers of the 
trade. There has been a vast increase 
in the last few years in the diversity 
of essential oils produced from plants 
and 40 varieties of those plants are 
employed in the German 
factories, 


which use as well such products of for- 
eign lands as nutmeg, cinnamon, cam- 
phor, balsams, pepper, musk and am- 
bergris. 


The production of the essential oil 


is expensive, ranging from about $227 
a pound downward, according to the 
scarcity of the oil in the plant. 
With 


fresh flowers the distillation takes 
place aa near the place of pickiajT as 
possible, as the fresher the products 
the better. 
The stills contain about 


3,300 pounds of fiowers and the neces- 
sary amount of water 
Great care Is 


taken as to the amount of heat sup- 
piied and to its regular!o*. the process 
being thoroughly controlled, an excel- 
lent product resulting.

Among tbe flowers that are old 


standby* for the «u:n)n«r garden «ra 
asters, sweet peas, nast:!r:luuls. pappy; 
phlox, castor plant and sunflower. 
Asters should bo p. .ited iu joxes in 
March and transplanted la the garden 
In May. Tbe nasturtiums and sweet 
peas should have poultry netting held 
in place by stakes to vine on. With 
the exception of tbe aster, these flow- 
ers should be sown the last of April. 


You can depend on these flowers 


every time if you give them a good soil 
to grow in and keep the weeds away 
from them. 
If prevented from ripen- 


ing seed by gathering the flowers as. 
fast as they appear, they win como 
Into bloom early In the season and 
produce flowers well up to die frost 
time. 


The old-fashioned sunflower can b? 


used to advantage, and to give the 
garden a tropical effect the 
recinus 


or castor plant with iu palmate leaves 
is strikingly effective. 


The 
castor plant and 
sunflower 


should^ be used as a background for 
the garden, and should be planted on 
the four sides of the garden and next 
to the fence, and the space of from 
three to four feet of the fence should 
be filled in with the asters, 
sweer 


peas, popples, nasturtiums and phlox.

The nickel plated fixtures around 


a modern bathroom may become a 
real difficulty if neglected and al- 
lowed to become tarnished and dirty. 
A gentle rubbing with a soft duster 
two or three times a week is all that 
is necessary to keep them in good 
condition.—Philadelphia Press.

per cent, in excess of the present num- 
ber of inhabitants.

main, and discharged into an auxiliary 
reservoir of 1.000.000 gallons capacity,* 
situated at an elevation of approxi- 
mately 140 fest above tbe sea level in 
the immediate vicinity of Panama, 
from which tbe water was conducted 
through a 20-inch pipe to a connection 
with tbe distributing system In tbe 
city. 


Numerous delays occurred In 
the 


construction of this water supply sys- 
tem, due to the fact that the last ship- 
ment of IG-mch pipe for tbe water 
main did not arrive on the isthmus 
until May, 1905—eight months . after 
the requisition for It had been issued. 
The system was in final readiness for 
the delivery of water In the city of 
Panama at the close of June, 1905, 
although- the auxiliary reservoir and 
tha full local distribution would still 
require several months for completion. 


Even in the United States it is rare 


indeed that a water supply of this 
magnitude is conceived, designed and 
executed in so short a time, and,.con- 
sidering tha delays in securing the 
material and especially the difficulty 
experienced in obtaining the proper 
quality and quantity of labor, the re- 
sult of this particular installation was 
certainly gratifying. 
And the credit, 


therefor is due to Mr. Carleton E- 
Davls and his efficient staff of assist- 
ants.
